: ſo long there, ( {ix or cight weeks, as it-was ſuppoſed ) that 


*twas putrified. Hereupon the Priſoner was ſuſpeQed that it 
might be hers, and ſcarch'd by a Midwife and ſome Matrons, 
who were of opinion that ſhe had a Childe, but not ſo lately ; 
And indeed ſhe confeſs'd, ſhe bad a yeas or two: ago, alittle 
one, but affirmed, that ſhe was then married, and abſolutely 
denied that (he knew any thing of this Childe. Wherefore 
there being no proof that it was hers, and for that, being a 
publick houſe, it was poſſible it might be laid theze by anOher, 
lhe was acquitted.

There were two ob them committed, but onely 


one indicted,and the other gave Evidence. One a Suuday-night:

there had been no Fire all that diy, nor occaſion for any Can-: 


dle 3 ſo that it was reaſonable to ſuſp<& it came by deſigne : 


which ſeem'd more to refie& on the Priſoner, becauſe ſhe uſed:

Family. But it appearing by ſeveral Teſtimonies, that the. 
Maid was of very good Repataii7n, well educated inthe Pro- 
tcltant Religion, (o far from a Papiſt, that ſhe had been that:

OneiGentleman took a Tryal for Killing another at an Or-! 


dinary in Kolborn. it appeared that the. Priſoner; began the: 
Quazrrel, and upon a very (curvy occaſion on a Diſcourſe con-

-were raiſed on either fide, ſo long, that being too paſſionate 
to confkne his Reſentments, he offered to reach his Sword : To 
prevent that, the other caught up a - Chair, bat by Friends 
ſcemed pacified. Immediately after, having both their Swords- 
on, . the Priſoner drew, and the other as ſoon, or near as ſoon 
as he 3 and ſome Paſſes and Parryings happened between them, - 
but were parted. And then the Gentleman deceaſed ſept up * 
to the Priſoner, caught him by the Arm, threw him down, fell 

-upon him, and diſarmed him but bcing taken ſop, returned 
his Sword, and fo the Fray ended, none preſent thioking any 
harm done : But then the other Gentleman began to complain 
he was Wounded, as indeed he was Mortally, for the ſecond 
day after he died. It was concluded by the Gentlemen pre- 
ſent, that the Wound was received when the Deceaſed ran up 
and cloſed with the Priſoners ſo it was found Manſlangkter, 
and the Gentleman took his Clergy : as to further Penalty ha- 
ving obtained the Grant of 2 Pardon. f 

AS likewiſe had another Gentleman Convicted of the like 
Crime committed by Charing-Croſs 3 it appearing that the 
Gentleman dead, was a-particular Friend of che Priſoners, and 
that it was unhappily done in a ſudden heat. 

The ſame Proceedings were in the Caſe of a third Gentle- 
man, abuſed grofsly in the Street -by a Footman, "whom after 
much patience, and retreating ſeveral times, and defiring him 
to go about his buline(s, it was his misfortune to Kill. © 

A Souldier Quartered at Kenfington, with ſeveral others un- 
known, inthe Night ſet upon a perſon on the High-way, rc- 
corning thither from London, led him *ntoa Gravel-pit, took: 
away 6 or 7 ſhit. (all the Money he had about him) and ſeveral 
Cloaths which he was carrying home. The. man knew the 
Priſoner, he having - formerly quartered at his hoaſe 3 {o get- 
ting home, ſearches, findes he -was out of nis Quarters 3 ſeizes 
him fext Morning when he cams home : and. now he was 
Condemned to dicfor-Felony and[Robbery.. oo 1 114 
"One: Fobu Morgan was Indicted 6n the'Stature, for that being 

born a Subje&t of Enghend, and having received Orders _ 


the See of Rome, yet he came into and remained in England. 
There was very good Evidence that proved he was a Prictt, and 


had ſaid Maſs y but as formerly, ſo now at Bar he freely Con-* 


feſt that he was a Prieft.* Some ſay be. was heretoſore a little 
crazed in his Underſtanding, which was probable enough by 
His Behaviour : However, the Offence being evident, accordin 
to Law he was found Guilty of Felony and High-Treaſon, 
and received Sentefice to be Drawn, Hanged and Quattercd. ' 
A Country-trlow pretending to give a Viſit to an honeſt 
man whom he had formerly lived with, being by him kindly 
entertained, made {ach 111 aſe thereof, as at laſt to ſteal an 
Horſe from him, which he ſold to another : And being now 
found ont, was found Guilty and Condemned, Having of late 
"made a Trade of Horſe: ftealing, and taken away ſ{:veral in 


Buckingham-ſhire , Kent, and Eſſex, as was alleadged againſt - 


him.

Harlats were Trycd for Stealing a Watch 
from a young Gameſter, that was ſo courtecus as to invite 
them to a Bottlez and they, becauſe they ſaw he ſpent his 
Time ſo ill,thought an inſtrament to meaſure-it by no wiſe pro- 
per for him. Now upon the whole matter, it was thought fe 
they ſhould be ſent to the Nunnery of Bridewel, rather than .to 
Tyburn > and (o they were Ordered to the Hemp-Office :

Two, viz. the Popiſh Pricſt,and he for Counterfeiting money to 
be Hanged, Drawn, and Quartered.: Two for Murther : One 

for Robbery on the High-way 3 the reſt old incorrigible Offeg- 
ders, for ſeveral Burglaries and Felonies but One Woman by 
a Jury of Matrons found quick with Child. There were 
Nineteen Burnt in the Hand for ſeveral Offences within Be-
